On July 8, 1964, a confidential sodirceT'Wrto has 
furnished reliable information in the past, advised that a 
new organization had been formed known as "WASPS". This 
stands for White Anglo Saxon Protestant Society. There is 
to be no money involved in the operation of this group and 
it is to be completely underground. Thej are to take three 
to five men from each group(referring to Klan groups) and 
their activities will be handled completely by "WASPS". 


On August 31, 1964, another confidential source, 
whp has furnished reliable information in the past, advised 
that a state meeting of the White Knights of the Ku Klux 
Klan of Mississippi was held on August 30, 1964. During this 
meeting, two separate printed 'throw aways". each bearing the 
heading of "WASP B INC." were distrlbuted'i^f^e following 
pages are (xerox copies of the above "throw awaysllj. Hallowing 
these "throw aways" is a characterization of the White Knights 
of the Ku Klux Klan of Mississippi. , _

"A great confusion exists today in the minds of 
many people regarding the Jewish problem in America. 
The national press is doing everything that it can 
to cover the truth regarding this situation. In 
order to stop this confusion, and as a public service 
to all Americans, WASP, Inc. has issued the 
following bulletin which outlines the problem, 
and clearly defines the organizational position with 
respect to the problem. 
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"To begin with* we must first understand the word 
'Jew' before we can understand the problem. The 
word, Jew, is correctly used only in connection with 
those who were members of a monotheistic sect 
which existed in Palestine prior to, and only shortly 
after the first coming of the Christ, Jesus some two 
thousand years ago. The modem, world-wide, 
international cartel which uses the name, ’Jew, 1 
attempts to cloak itself in the garb of this ancient, 
long dead, theological system, but those who are 
affiliated with this modem cartel are completely 
materialistic and deny the true, Spiratual principles 
upon which the worship of God must be based, in 
accordance with the First Commandment. 

"The foundation of Christianity lies in the ancient 
Hebrew Law and the Teachings of its Prophets. That 
Law and Teachings actually and clearly foretold and 
accurately described the coming of the Christ, thereby 
binding all true Jews to Christ when he appeared. 

From this it is very simple to see that, in the 
true religious sense, there is no such thing today 
as a real Jew. A person who rejects Christ cannot 
claim to be a true Jew, because in rejecting Christ, 
he thereby rejects his own teachings in over 300 
instances; the 53 Chapter of Isiah being only one of 
many clear-cut examples. 

"The condition of the Temple business during the First 
Ministry of the Christ, Jesus was remarkably similar 
to that which exists today in most of the ornate 
palaces we call ‘churches.' Then, as today, the 
religion business had become so professional in 
nature, and had come so completely under the 
control of a well-established hierarchy, that no one 
except the completely innocent and those with a 
vested interest in the Temple business took it 
seriously. When Christ refused to collaborate with 
the professional priesthood and exposed their frauds 
right and left, they, in order to protect their 
political machine, were forced to 'eliminate' Him, 
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"thereby exposing their hypocrisy and atheism to 
the innocent, true members of their congregations. 

"After the Crucifixion ancl Ressurrection, the true, 
sincere Jews repented and became Christians. Since 
the period immediately following the Original 
Ministry there have been no true Jews. All true 
Jews became Christians. Those who did not become 
Christians were not Jews to begin with, but only 
materialistic atheists hiding under the cloak of 
the Temple.

MACKS LAWRENCE McENTYRE, 7529 Meadowview, was 
interviewed at hie residence and furnished the following 
information: 

McENTYRE was advised information had been received 
that he allegedly knew of stores of anna somewhere on 
Dowling Street in Houston and that he had made statements 
to the effect that such arms were being stored by Negro 
citizens in Houston for possible use in a future racial 
riot. He was also advised that information had been re¬ 
ceived that he was a member of the "Minutemen" organiza¬ 
tion. McENTYRE was apprised of the investigative jurisdic¬ 
tion of the FBI and was requested to furnish any informa¬ 
tion in his possession concerning any stores of arms or any 
activities of the "Minutemen ." 

McENTYRE categorically denied any knowledge of 
arms being stored on Dowling Street or elsewhere and stated 
he had never made any remark to anyone to the effect that 
he knew of any such arms. He also categorically denied he 
had ever been a member of the "Minutemen" but stated he had ^>6 

studied this organization through published articles and it bic 

was his understanding the "Minutemen" had no plans to over¬ 
throw the United States Government but that they were pre¬ 
paring to "get ready for the communists." 


McENTYRE commented that he had been active for 
years in "fighting communists." He was asked to identify 
any Communist Party member known to him as such and to 
furnish any information in his possession concerning actual 
communist activities in the Houston area or elsewhere. 
McENTYRE replied that he was unable to identify any Commu¬ 
nist Party member and that he had no personal knowledge of 
any communist activities but that he believed the Council 
on Foreign Relations to be "our real government." 


It was pointed out to McENTYRE that a number of 
letters had been written to Houston newspapers signed by a 
person using the name Reverend J. D. BELATE and the address 


On 1/28/66 Houston , Texas 
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7529 Meadowview, Houston, Texas. McENTYRE was asked whether 
such a person resided at his address. 

McENTYRE replied that Reverend J. D, BELATE was an 
old friend whom he had known for ten years who was a "Doctor 
of Divinity" and had formerly been minister of several 
churches. He stated he had given Reve»rend BELATE permission 
to receive mail at his residence and BELATE ceune by his 
residence frequently to pick up his mail. McENTYRE stated 
BELATE was believed to reside in a small hotel on San 
Jacinto Street and in recent years he has been self-employed 
selling floor polishes and floor waxes on a house-to-house 
basis. McENTYRE was unable to furnish any explanation why 
such a person would find it necessary to use McENTYRE* s 
residence as a mailing address. He was asked to furnish 
the identity of any other person or persons who might know 
BELATE, and after some reflection he stated although BELATE 
was a close friend of several years standing he knew of no 
other human being who was acquainted vrith BELATE, McENTYRE 
was requested to furnish a physical description of Reverend 
J, D. BELATE, and he furnished the following description:

It was pointed out to McENTYRE that this description 
was very close to his own description but he stated empha¬ 
tically that he was not identical with BELATE. 

McENTYRE was questioned concerning two automobiles 
normally present at his residence, being a gray Plymouth 
bearing 1965 Texas License MXC 313, and a white 1952 Dodge 
bearing License MXC 312. He stated both of these automobiles 
belong to him. Upon further questioning, he stated the Plymouth 
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was registered under the name 


but that he had 


purchased this automobile and had merely failed to have the 
registration transfer red. He also ackn owledged th e 1Q52 
Dodge belonged to one I I He stated l I 

is in the insurance business and recently moved to Tennessee 
after having served as pastor of several Baptist churches. 
McENTYRE stated this automobile was about to be repossessed 
and McENTYRE agreed to "save it for him" by taking up $40 
per month payments at the South Main State Bank. 

/ After further questioning, McENTYRE finally admit¬ 

ted he had Joined the "Minutemen" about a year ago, and 
mailed this organization a check for ^5 which was returned 
to him with the request that he mail $5 in cash, which he 
did. He stated he paid monthly dues of $2 for three months 
but then saw no reason for sending in this money and has 
not considered himself a member of this organization for at 
least nine months. He stated he continues to receive the 
monthly publications of the "Minutemen" but no longer re¬ 
ceives their study material. 


When questioned concerning any knowledge of the 
Ku Klux Klan, McENTYRE stated a young man tried to get him 
to Join the Klan several months ago but he did not do so. 

He stated he would not identify this man but did say that 
this man had been called to Washington, D.C., to testify 
before the Houston Committee on Un-American Activities. 
McENTYRE was ad vised newspaper accounts had identified 
I I as the only Houston Klan member to appear 

before this c ommitt ee and he acknowledged he had be en 
approached by 1 I . McENTYRE claimed he told I I he did 
not believe in any organizatin trying to take the law into 
its hands and he had no fear that Negroes were going to 
try to take over this country. 

McENTYRE stated he did not know the identity of 
any other present or former member of the "Minutemen" and 
he had never been in personal contact with any other member. 
He stated correspondence with the "Minutemen" requested him 
to clip and send in articles to the headquarters concerning 
any individuals identified as liberals and he declined to do 
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this because he felt this was too much like "Nazlism. 11 


McENTYRE was questioned as to whether he was 
presently or formerly associated with any other organization 
similar to "Minutemen" and he denied that he was a member of 
any other organization of a political nature, commenting 
that he had formerly been a member of certain fraternal 
clubs such as Fraternal Order of Eagles.

organization in the past indicated its purpose to be the 
resistance to, and exposure of. the spread of communist 
influence within the United States; for the formation of a 
guerrilla or underground organization to combat the troops 
of any foreign powers which might eventually occupy this 
country; and resist passage of laws which would regulate 
private ownership of firearms. 

The Kansas City Star Newspaper, Kansas City, 
Missouri, has on numerou s occasions, carried various arti¬ 
cles concerning | l and the ''Minutemen”, wherein it was 

stated that members of the organization participate in 
maneuvers utilizing guerrilla tactics with machine guns, 
mortars, grenades, and other firearms. 

I 1 has publicly stated on numerous occa¬ 

sions that the "Minutemen" as an organization does not 
buy or store arms or ammunition; however, the individual 
members of the organization maintain aims and ammunition, 
which is their constitutional right. 

"Minutemen” literature mailed to members in the 
past has furnished instructions in the use of explosives 
and has also given details for the making of explosive 
compounds from such readily accessible ingredients as a 
common fertilizer, ammonium nitrate.

I in a recent message to the national 
coordinators of "Minutemen", announced the "Minutemen" 
organization was being divided into two separate bodies.

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' A Stanford University researcher, studying recently 
declassified Army documents, reports that the United 
States agreed to forcible repatriation of more than one 
million anti-Communist Russians and East Europeans to 
the Soviet Union after World War II. 

Julius Epstein, Research Associate at the Univer¬ 
sity’s Hoover Institute, said be came across the docu¬ 
ments in a Cle known as "Operation Keelhaul." He said 
the persons to be repatriated were all prisoners of the 
war, refugees and displaced persons. Epstein found the 
Information in one of the four documents released to him 
after 14 years of petitioning the Army for removal of top 
6ecret! and secret classification. Epstein filed suit in the 
United States District Coutr last year, and the Army sub¬ 
sequently de-classified the four documents. 

Epstein said from information he can piece together, 
someone on the Allied side must be held accountable for 
returning the refugees to Stalin's gallows or slave labor 
camps. A memo in one of the de-classified documents 
dated Dec. 4, 1947, reads: "Subject to repatriation of 
of Soviet citizens who are subject to forcible expatriation 
under the Yalta agreement." "To which Yalta agreement 
does the document refer?" Epstein asked. He said the 
only agreement made public was signed February 11, 1945, 
and It ! remained under top secret classification until 
March 8, 1946, and that the 1945 Agreement does not refer 
with a single word, to use of force. Therefore forced 
repatriation cannot be based on the Yalta Agreement pub¬ 
lished by the United States government. He said this 
leads to two possibilities, — one that there was a sup¬ 
plementary and still secret Yalta Agreement on repatria¬ 
tion which provides for the use or force; or the Yalta 
Agreement on repatriation of February 11, 1945 was just 
arbitrarily interperated by the Joint Chiefs of Staff as 
saying the use of force. 

The reports, that might rightly be considered the kid¬ 
napping and packing into boxcars of around one million 
human bodies to be sent back to the Soviet slave labor 
camps, or the Stalin slaughter houses, which was carried 
out by American troops under the Joint Chiefs of Staff, 
was one of the most outrageous accounts in the history of 
the so-called huraanitarianism. For the free people of 
America to send over one million people to untold suffer¬ 
ing and death against their will has placed blood on our 
bands and will leave a stain on our conscience which we 
will never be able to erase until judgment is meted out to 
us before the judgment seat of Almighty God.

Also, one helicopter to be used in going on his speaking 
tours, or to Austin, plus free use of military planes as 
needed. 

Last month, we received our second shock, when (we 
heard how the Federal government wanted to make iis 
birthplace a shrine along with that of six others of iur 
national leaders. The "shrine", which would cost us 
8128,000.00, Is just for the renewing of the outhouse ind 
pig-pens and their care. 

Now comes some more high-level banditry, which will 
make a sucker out of every American taxpayer. 

Mr. Johnson, our ex-president, received S375.000 c^sh 
during the first six months of his retirement to pay for 
his personal office, staff, and its equipment, that he may 
use to write his memoirs and magazine articles. 

After the first six months, he is to be paid SSO.O^O 
annually to continue any personal office expenses he may 
have. He will be receiving S25.000 pension, annually .as 
ex-president. Us will also be receiving a S22.509 pension 
as ex-member of the House; and S47.0C9 annually as an 
ex-member of the Senate. 

At our expense, he is furnished a 20-room offieje 
suite in the Federal Building at Austin, Texas. Also, a 
second office at the new 811,800,000 Johnson Llhrarv 
now being built in Austin, Texas.

The United States Congress on Evangelism, led by 
Billy Graham, and made up of leaders of Conservative 
Protestant Churches met in Minneapolis. This Conference 
heard demands by Black Militants, and by a caucus or 
black delegates including suggestions whatwhite evange¬ 
list churches become involved in housing, welfare and 
equal opportunity programs.

we have thrown them oul." The audience burst into ap¬ 
plause and several went out and brought the hippies back. 
When they ‘returned, they received a rousing ovation.

Pretty soon, our conferences will look and act so much 
like a national council tally, that a stranger would kuow 
no difference! 


‘GUN CONTROL 
! LEGISLATION 

Recent action by the Senate Committee passed 
a measure designed to allow gun owners to buy some 
kinds of ammunition without having to give their 
name, age and address. This proposal is the first 
attempt to open a loop-hole in the 1968 gun control 
law. The proposed change would lift the requirement 
for the sale of all rifles, shot guns and .22 calibre 
(lmfire ammunition and the component parts used by 
hand loaders for such ammunition. The change has 
tbe backing of the National Rifle Association. 


CUBAN RUBLES 

This last morl^T the 13,000 seat Miami Stadi im was 
filled by Cuban exiles who prayed to their Roman Catholic 
patron saint for liberation from their country, ana from 
the Fidel Castro regime. They prayed to the Virgin of 
Charity, Cobre, whose statue was brought to Miami by 
anti-Castro refugees who were first taken to the Pan 
American Embassy in Havanna, where they took temporary 
asylum. | 

While these exiles were praying, their liberal church¬ 
men In America were asking for the recognition the 
Castro regime and monetary aid for the Cuban government. 


First Lady of Greece? 

It is rumored very strongly in European circles 
that Aristotle Onassis is working to make Jacqueline 
Kennedy the ‘first lady’ of Greece. He feels, th|at 
in this position, with her having been the wife of 
the late President Kennedy, a good liaison could Be 
maintained between the Greek government and our 
State Department.

We are fighting a religious war. It is Judaism against Christianity, 

. We have a revival of ancient Rabbinism and it will be a surprise to many 
who love our Lord Jesus Christ to learn that the present teaching of the 
Kingdom of God is identical with first century rabbinism--an earthly king¬ 
dom, not spiritual. This is no accident. It has been carefully planned 
by the enemies of Jesus, and fed gradually to the people, until today 
;most of our churches are promoting Judaism in the name of Christianity. 

*, Although the church denominations in the past have had differences of 
opinion on some doctrines, they ALL agreed that the true kingdom of God 
is Spiritual, and already established in the hearts of men. It is only 
rather recently that tho teaching of a still future, earthly, material 
kingdom of God has spread throughout the land, causing great confusion. 

It will holp to know the true and the false teachings of the kingdom, and 
I want to share with you the following summary which came to me recentlyi

• Of the ?0 Weeks of Daniel 9*24-2? 

For over 1? centuries our theologians and Christian loaders have taught 
that the ?0 weeks (weeks or years) of Daniel 9*24-2?, were consecutive— 
one week following the other in sequence, and that Jesus Christ was the 
very center of tho ?0th week fulfilling ALL that the prophets had spoken 
concerning Himself, (Luke 24-13-2?) 

' They taught that His Kingdom M ,,..ls not of this world" as Jesus plain¬ 
ly said’, but Is a Spiritual Kingdom in the hearts of men, which Is His 
Invisible church—the Body of Christ. No one joins this church, 
but the Lord, Himself,adds each soul that 16 truly converted and cleansed 
by:tho Holy Spirit, and is obedient to His Holy Word, 

They taught that when Jesus hung on the cross, He paid for tho sins of 
ALL mankind who would believe this and accept Him as his own personal sav¬ 
iour | that He broke down the middle wall of partition between those who 
wore "afar off", the Gentiles, and those who "wore nigh", the Jewst abol¬ 
ishing the enmity, between us even the ordinances (of the Cld Testament) to 
make Himself one new man . So that through Him we both—Jew and Gentile— 
(the new man) have access by one Spirit unto tho Father. Making all be¬ 
lievers—Jew and Gentile—"fellow citizens with the Saints, and the house¬ 
hold of faith." (Eph. 2) 

They taught that when Jesus was nailed to tho cross, the ordinances and 
the Sabbath of the Old Testament were also nailed to the cross.

•i again to reoelvo us, bo that whoro Ha is, wo cay bo also; that this con¬ 
ing again will bo tho only coning again of the Lord* that on that day Ho 
will Judge tho quick and tho deadj that all will cone forth from tho 
grave on that day—"They that have done good unto tho resurrection of llfei 
and they that have dono evil, unto the resurrection of dennatlon 0 " (Johni 
5«28-29) 

They taught that "••••How is tho day of salvation (II Cor« 6 i 2), r.nd 
that it will bo too late whon Jesus cones again, for tine on this earth 
< . will be no more. Thoru is no othGr day—Just today—nowl 

This teaching exalts tho nauo and work of Josus Christ our Lord and 
; Saviour, and is therefore in obedienco tho Uord of God, 


•i BUT in the last 150 years another group, nodora in theology, has sprung 
i • up and their teaching has spread like wildfire during the last 50 years 
• or 60 , They call thensalvos FundaEontalists, Dispansationalieta, Pre- 
millenniallsts etc*, and although they differ from one another in some 
views, all of their echones completely bypass tho cross. They say that 
j 'the 70th week of Danisl was separated from tho first 69 weeks and was 
! placed at the end of tin©, and is therefore future—at whioh time thoy say 
Christ is to establish His Kingdom which will bo earthly, not Spiritual, 
They place, not Josus, but the anti-Christ (a can, thoy Gay) in tho 
' center of tho 70th weok. They say ho will reign, beginning at tho nlddle 
■ 1 of the week, for >£■ years but will bo consunod by tho brightness of 
Christ's coming with his saints. 

They say that Christ will come two times, onco for his caints and 
j once with his eaintsj that there will ba two resurrections—ona whon Ho 
j comes for his saints and ono after tho 1000 yosx reign, Ko C 0303 for Ms 
eainto at the end of what thoy oall tho Church Ago, and Mth his saints at 
■ tho end of the 7 years tribulation to sot up His Kingdom on this oarth and 
; rolgn a thousand years. 
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They say that Christ has never reigned as King yet because the Jews 
did not accept hin as their king when Ho cane and that God realised He 
had nade a mistake and postponed His Kingdon till later on. 

They say He is King in fact , but not in act and cannot reign until the 
Jews accept hia, which they will, they say, when He conos again. 

But Jesus was already here and He had to do sonethlng. So He stopped 
the Jewish olock, set then aside to wait while He established His Church 
as a substitute for the Kingdom which He cane to establish but was unable 
to establish because the Jews rejected Hin, 

They say that when the Church Age 1 b ended, that Jesus will come for 
His saints—this Is the rapture of the eaved, and removes the Holy Spirit 
from this world. 

They say that at this tire the Jewish clock starts again—for this is 
the beginning of the 70th week.
